C. Duff, son-in-law of Mrs. Sidney, 
must be carried to their finish,

ministered in a medicine which she 
alone of the family took, while Duff, 
who died a year preceding Vera Sid- 
ney, had his portion given him in a 
rt of beer.

INSURANCE PAYS, ALWAYS 


One-third of the property lost in the 
Wainwright fire is a dead loss. Insurance 
covered only two-thirds of the damage. 
What this means to the parties concerned 
cannot be put in language, nor foreseen. 
It will certainly mean disappointed hopes; 
and years of work and saving will be re- 
quired to restore what the fire wiped out 
in a few moments. 

The moral is plain enough. All des- 
tructible property should be insured. ‘To 
carry the risk one’s self is to run the dan- 
rer of beifg handicapped for years, or for 
ife. Insurance is cheap, considering what 
one gets for his premiums. If he never 
collects a policy he still gets better returns 
than if he does have to collect. The sense 
of security, year after year, is worth some- 
thing. 


A QUESTION OF COST 


It is intimated at Tokio that Japan 
may ease up on its navy-building, in re- 
sponse to the slackening of construction 
announced at London and Washington. 
There is little surprise in that. Nor will 
it be surprising if the lead given by Pre- 
mier Macdonald and President Hoover 
evokes a like response from other capitals. 

The underlying fact is that every mari- 
time country in the world is anxious to 
curtail expenditure on armament if it 
could only be convinced that it is sate to 
do so. Italy may be an exception to the 

| rule, but it is difficult to believe that Mus- 
solini would rather spend money on bat- 
tleships than on public works of produc- 
tive and artistic character, if he thought 
the battleships would not be required. 

Money gets a good deal of abuse in this 
world that it is not entitled to. And a good 
deal less credit than is coming to it. The 
fact is that peace is being talked about to- 
day less because people want to stop war 
than because they want. to stop spending 
so much money in preparaion for war. It 
is not so much a matter of humane senti- 
ment as a matter of dollars and cents. If 
wars were less costly there would be more 
of them. If battleships could be built for 
a few thousand dollars each, the seas 
would be crowded with them. It is the 
terrific cost, and the terrifically increasing 
cost of naval construction that is forcing 
a world agreement for the limitation of 
armament. The choice is between limita- 
tion and something like universal bank- 
ruptey. That is a very practical reason 
for believing that there will be limitation, 
all round, and at no very distant date. 


THE COTTON STRIKE AND CANADA 
. 
The strike in the cotton trade has add- 
ed a half million men to Britain’s army of 
unemployed, and deprived four or five 
times that many people of the living they 
obtained from the wags rolls. The sinis- 
ter thing, as cited in despatches some days 
ago, is that neither employers nor em- 
ployees seemed to care much whether the 
mills kept going or shut down, The em- 
ployers were not willing to go on operating 
unless they could increase profits by cut- 
ting wages. The employees evidently felt 
that they might about as well do nothing 
and draw “doles” as work at the reduced 
rate. When neither party is deeply con- 
cerned about keeping an industry going, 
a good measure of the sympathy appro- 
priate to the occasion is due to the luckless 
minister whose business is to see that 
there is satisfactory employment for all. 
The strike is surely giving Mr. Thomas a 
try-out early in his administrative career. 
What ails the British cotton industry 
is essentially the lack of a sufficient mar- 
ket at prices which would provide fair 
wages for the mill workers and fair pro- 
fits for the owners. As things are going 
at Washington, Canada might do some- 
thing to assist that particular British in- 
dustry without penalizing itself, Cotton 
goods and other products of the U. S. mills 
are commodities which could be shut out 
of the Dominion without injury to Cana- 
dian interests and with substantial bene- 
fit to the industry in the old lands. In 1928 
we brought in more than five million dol- 
lars worth of cotton fabrics and other mill 
products from the United States, If these 
were barred we would do our importing 
from Britain, and the benefits would be 
divided between the industry there and the 
cotton growers in other parts of the Em- 
pire. A market of five million dollars per 
year would not put the British cotton in- 
dustry on easy street, but it would help. 
And it would be an appropriate beginning

The Machines 


By GLENN FRANK 


Stuart Chase, in his “Men and Machines,” has 
given us a singularly clear picture of the Machine 
Age which is making and molding our lives, 


It is a fact filled book and its 
theorizing does not wander far 
from its facts. The whole discuss- 
jon heads up in a triple verdict 
on the Machine Age which, today 
and tomorrow and the day after, 
I want to summarize under the 
heads “Bless the Machines,” 
“Damn the Machines,” and “The 
Machine's Double Life.” Neither 
the clearly good, nor the clearly 
bad, nor the contradictory resulls 
to which Mr. Chase points are 
wholly chargeable to the machine, but they are re- 
sults that have come out of the Machine Age as a 
whole, 

We may bless the machines, directly and indirectly, 
for the following good results: 

First, the men of the Machine Age are healthier 
and live longer than their ancestors. In the span of 
two generations in the U.S,, where the machine has 
seen ils greatest development, the span of life has 
been iengthened by one-third as a result of medical 
and mechanical controls 

Second, the men of the Machine Age enjoy a 
higher living standard than their ancestors of the pre- 
machine days enjoyed. At least more commodities are 
available to more people than ever before. 

Third, the men of the Machine Age realize, as 
their ancestors could not, that the whole world is es- 
sentially a unit socially and economically. Mechanical 
devices have brought the ends of ihe earth into such 
close touch that the illusion of separateness {s no 
Jonger possible. If this modern interdependent world 
is injured at any point it quivers entire 

Fourth, the men of the Machine Age have shorter 
working hours and longer leisure 

Fifth, the men of the Machine Age are inevitably 
less superstitious and niore scientific than their an- 
cestors. Even the uneducated man who runs and re- 
pairs an sutomobile is taught to expect a natural 
and controllable cause when he sees an undesirable 
effect. 

Sixth, the men of the Machine Age, in the act of 
making and mastering their machines, are schooled in 
self-confidence and a sense of power. 

Seventh, the. men of the Machine Age, face to 
face with the wear and tear of the modern factory, 
have worked out acourate tests of how long a man can 
work without fatigue poisons hurting him and his 
output, thus creating a kind of humane control no 
other age has known 

Eighth, the men of the Machine Age are not bound 
by class distinctions that rested on land ownership 
and patents of nobility. 

Ninth, the men of the Machine Age, in their need 
of the fruits of applied science, have given fresh and 
far-reaching impetus to research in pure science 
which underlies applied science 

‘Tenth, the men of the Machine Age have a readier 
and wider sympathy than their ancestors, not be- 
cause they are fundamentally different, but because 
rapid transportation, «lightning-like communication, 
and press pictures in reel and retogravure have 
brought the appeal of suffering across the world to 
their breakfast tables. 

For all these things, bless the machines!

I can't disentangle all the con- 
fusions of this letter in a short space, 
The focus of discussion is fear; but 
fear is a blanket term for a reaction 
to very different types of situations; 
the name is the same (because ordi- 
narily we don't make fine distinc- 
tions), but the actual response is dif- 
ferent. When a man ‘reaks down 
at an after-dinner speech it isn't 
because some one is casting an evil 
eye upon him, On the contrary, he 
is ashamed of it just because he 
knows he is among friends. If he 
happened to believe that he could 
not speak when his chief enemy 1s 
present and was disconcerted, we 
should still have a perfectly natural 
explanation and not call it witch- 
craft, The fact that if you believe 
in witecheraft you act somewhat in 
the same way as if you were nervous 
doesn't put the two things in the 
same class, 

The very recognition that these 
several cases of fear, for which being 
spelled or hexed or buffaloed is a 
way of rationalizing or rather irra- 
tionalizing the situation, occur in 
timid and sensitive as well as igno- 
rant and young people means that 
they are the result of lively fear, 
They are subjective and no more real 
than was the belief in animal magnet- 
ism as a force to account for what 
we recognize as suggestion; and sug- 
estion heightened under a pecu- 
lar state of the nervous system called 
hypnosis, 

If I see ghosts it isn't because 
ghosts are real (and they also have 
been believed in and described for 
ages), but because if you believe that 
ghosts look like that you will, if suffi- 
clently frightened and imaginative, 
see them that way; and they are 
white because you couldn't see them 
if black, not because they are really 
white, In brief the two orders of
